IDDEN by the riffraff of a thousand and one human sideshows of 

current happenings is the most potent and significant statement to 
be made in the 200,000 years or so of man's habitation on this small 
planet. By its extreme simplicity this little conclusion of Technocracy 
may easily escape attention, but on its acceptance depends the happi- 
ness, security and future existence of the peoples on the North Ameri- 
ean Continent. It is simply this: 

“Man, in his age-long struggle for leisure and the elimination of 
toil, has finally arrived at that position where, for the first time, this 
goal is not only possible, but probable.” 

This is a conclusion of engineers, not theorists, and its significance 
is none the less far-reaching when it is broken down to the specific 
level of the nation in which 122,000,000 Americans live 

“With what is known of technology today in this country, it is now 
necessary for the adult population, ages 25 to 45, to work but 660 hours 
per yearper individual to produce a standard of living for the entire 
population ten times above the average income of 1929.” 


OES it not sound incredible? We have been hearing about five- 

day weeks and even six-our days, but the engineers who compose 
that elusive organization known as Technocracy assert on the basis of 
actual facts that a four-hour day and a four-day week is all that is 
necessary to give everyone a much higher standard of living than the 
nation has ever known.

It has sounded the death kneell of old methods of exchange, 
It has shelved permanently the necessity for private enterprise and 
savings. It has made sterile the mfral concept of the virtue of labor. 
By its pervasive force in changing man's whole outlook upon life, it 
has opened the way for the greatest release of the so-called human 
values in history. It has provided the way for the elimination of 
individual greed and the enjoyment of leisure by everyone,

When the cash outgo continuously 
exceeds the income there is only one possible result. 
Reserves disappear, and debts take the place of 
stored up capital. The books may show a profit, 
but the money is not in hand, end some of the 
accounts invariably turn out to be “bad.” 

Hundreds of retail merchants in the west today 
do not know what they are really worth, or whether 
they are really worth anything. Excluding the large 
concerns, with great reserves to draw upon, retail 
business in the western proviftes is bankrupt 
Bankrupt in the sense that its assets could noi at 
present be turned into enough money to pay its 
debts, whatever the book balances may show. 

What chance is there, aside from a rise in com- 
modity prices, that this chain of indebtedness will 
be liquidated; that store accounts will be paid. that 
merchants will be able to meet their obligations 
and will recover the capital they had three or four 
years ago that is now represented by charges on 
their books? 

Nobody has yet suggested any way to raise 
commodity prices except by deflating the swollen 
purchasing power of the dollar, bringing this unit 
down to parity with the British pound and allowing 
our farmers to get more dollars for the products 
they sell abroad. The fate of retail business, not 
less than the fate of the farming business, appears 
to hinge on some modification of that kind.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 


SUBSTITUTES FOR FRESH VEGETABLES 

If you have been following my articles, you are 
aware that I recommend a large proportion of non- 
starchy vegetables for properly balancing the menu. 
This is not only for the sake of pleasing the palate 
by adding to the variety of foods used, but is also 
for the purpose of adding very important vitamins 
and alkaline producing elements. 

The foods that contain more alkaline elements 
than any other foods are in this order: Spinach, 
cucumbers, celery, chard and lettuce. These being 
the richest of all foods, and spinach being the rich- 
est of all, you can see one reason why I advise its 
use particularly. Tf possible, one of these vegetables 
at least should be used with the other non-starchy 
vegetables at either the protein or starch meals. 

In some parts of the world it is practically im- 
possible to secure fresh vegetables at any time, or 
at least at certain seasons, so I am suggesting either 
indoor cultivation of some of these, say, Swiss 
chard, from which the leaves may be broken as 
they become large enough, without interfering with 
the growth of the plant; or, the germination of 
seeds which can be easily done and is a good sub- 
stitute for fresh vegetbales. 

Peas, wheat and rye are well suited for this pur- 
pose. The Orientals use mung-beans, which sprout 
in a very satsifactory manner and are handled com- 
mercially in many markets. The process of sprout- 
ing is similar with all types of these seeds. They 
should be soaked in water for twenty-four hours 
and then transferred to a large can with a per- 
forated bottom suitable for drainage. 

They should be covered with moist sacking 
which is sprinkled with watér three or four times 
daily, until the seeds are sufficiently sprouted. The 
container should be stored in a room of medetate 
temperature. The length of time required varies 
with the warmth, but three or four days are usually 
required. They are sufficiently matured when the 
sprouts are half an inch to an inch in length. 

For table preparation they should be thoroughly 
washed and placed in slightly salted boiling water 
and cooked for about twenty minutes. You will 
find these vegetables will furnish a pleasing and 
wholesome addition to your menus. 


Even the peas and wheat, which ordinarily 
contain large amounts of starch, may be classified 
as non-starchy vegetables after this germinating 
process cause the starch is changed to a soluble 
form by the action of the growing ferments. These 
sprouts are rich in all known vitamins. They may 
even be used raw by those with strong digestions. 

I have found that modern methods of canning 
preserve much of the food value and I heartily 
recommend the use of canned goods where fresh 
vegetables are not obtainable. This diet should be 
supplemented with raw greens whenever possible. 

As the different vegetables contain varying 
amounts of alkaline-producing salts, it is advisable 
to alternate those which are available. Much of 
the value of cooked food is absorbed by the water 
in which it is cooked. If you wish to receive the 
full benefit of these elements, either use the water 
as a soup or allow it to evaporate back into the 
vegetables

ONTARIO BRINGS

their own plates. The rest get all 
this work done by dental mechan- 
ics, for which these mechanics get 
paid the handsome fee of $10 for 
mplete set of upper and lower 
teeth, while the dentist smilingly 
charges the patient $75 and up- 
wards—mostly upwards—for the 
same sets. For this idencdcal work 
Lees and Courtney charged $35. 
It is nonsense for the dentists to 
claim that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to have a registered dentist 
take an impression of the gums 
before a patient can obtain a sat- 
isfactory set of teeth. I took the

A social approach based 
upon the substitution of a Hegelian 
dialectic for an Aristotelain dialec- 
tic may be an interesting intellec- 
tual pastime but of no functional 
importance, an example of the re- 
crudescence of philosophic futility 
of European tradition.’ 

England, with only one energy 
source left (coal), is going farther 
and farther down each year, Scott 
says: “and its inevitable position in 
the next most probable energy state 
will be two islands off the coast of 
the European continent.” It squan- 
dered its original resources of cop- 
per, iron ore, tin and coal on world 
trade and debt creation until today, 
“it is fast retrogressing from its 
enerry position of easily available 
energy to where it finds itself on a 
toboggan slide towards its original 
geographic position.”
